The  diversity  of  Clayton  High  School  students  was 
just  as  evident  in  the  start  of  this  decade  of  the  80's 
as  it  had  been  in  years  before.  As  in  the  past,  CHSers 
were  very  active  in  athletics  from  football  and  polo 
to  baseball  and  track.  However,  athletics  did  not 
dominate  the  scene  as  the  only  participant  activity 
of  Clayton  High  students.  The  same  intense  drive  for 
perfection  as  was  exemplified  on  the  field  or  in  the 
pool  was  also  shown  in  dramatic  productions  and  in 
the  making  of  a  yearbook  or  a  newspaper. 

The  life  of  a  CHSer  did  not,  however,  revolve  sole- 
ly around  athletics  and  scholastics.  There  were  al- 
ways times  when  students  could  be  seen  smoking 
cigarettes  in  the  lounge  or  leisurely  eating  their 
plate  lunches  under  the  trees  in  the  quadrangle.  On 
weekends,  most  students  spent  their  two  days  of 
freedom  accomplishing  tasks  of  their  own  choosing 
with  a  great  force. 


HOMECOMING 


As  always,  the  thought  of  Homecoming  generated  much  spirit 
within  the  halls  of  CHS.  The  Circus  World  theme  of  1980  was  illus- 
trated in  the  colorful  floats  each  class  constructed.  The  enthusiastic 
Senior  class  emerged  victoriously  in  the  close  competition  to  build 
the  winning  float  and  also  tied  with  the  Juniors  for  the  title  of  Most 
Spirited  in  the  Spirit  Week  contests  which  included  such  games  as 
"Pop  Goes  the  Weasel",  "Inchworm",  "Sunny-Side  Up",  and  "Oreo 
Express".  Throughout  the  week  preceding  Homecoming,  each  day 
had  a  specific  designation  such  as  Sloppy  Day,  Circus  Day,  Western 
Day,  and  Orange  and  Blue  Day.  Spirited  CHSers  cruised  the  halls 
dressed  up  in  the  appropriate  costume  for  the  day.  The  Homecom- 
ing activities  climaxed  in  the  football  game  against  the  Brentwood 
Eagles  at  which  much  spirit  was  exhibited  by  all  the  students,  alum- 
ni, parents,  and  faculty  who  attended  the  game. 


SPORTS  AND 
SPECTATORS 


In  1980  the  true  spirit  of  CHS  came 
through  as  each  team  battled  its  way  to  vic- 
tory.

Among  its  highlights  were 
the  Cross  Country  and  Tennis  teams  going 
to  state!  The  Cross  Country  team  sent  two 
runners  to  state,  while  the  Tennis  team  sent 
four.  Football  finished  with  their  best  season 
since  1975  and  water  polo  continued  to  de- 
feat opponent  after  opponent.  The  Volley- 
ball team  spiked  their  way  to  League  and 
District.  The  Field  Hockey  team  ended  their 
season  with  seven  wins  and  seven  losses. 
The  fans  at  each  event  definitely  helped 
spur  the  Greyhound  teams  to  victory. 
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FACULTY

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AMUSEMENTS 


Whether  CHSers  were  checking  out  the  oppos- 
ing football  team  through  dark  shades,  playing 
volleyball  punk-rock  style,  or  sleeping  off  the  ef- 
fects of  their  weekends  in  the  quad,  they  always 
found  diversion  from  academics  and  amusement 
in  their  activities.  Sports,  drama,  and  other  extra- 
curricular activities  were  well-represented  by  a 
large  percentage  of  the  student  body,  but  stu- 
dents still  lived  for  weekends  during  the  week. 
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Dr.  Beltz  came  to  CHS  at  the  beginning  of  the 
1973-74  school  year.  He  believes  that  Clayton 
High  was  a  fine  school  when  he  came,  but  that  a

studious  group"  has  occurred  since  his  arrival.

Mr.  Hogan  probably 
evaluated  the  contributions  of  Dr.  Beltz  best  in 
saying  that  he  " . . .  gives  to  our  school  its  unique 
character,  seriousness  of  purpose,  genuine  con- 
cern for  the  well-being  of  all  and  a  much  appreci- 
ated humor  ..."  Mrs.  Wilson  believes  that  Beltz 
has  a  "true  sensitivity  toward  all  and  affection  for 
young  people."  Of  course,  everyone  agreed  with 
Mr.  Pikey  who  said,  "He  is  a  man  who  will  be 
difficult  to  replace."

I  spent  last  summer  as  a  foreign  exchange  student  on  the 
American  Field  Service  Program.  I  was  sent  to  Denmark  to  live 
with  a  family  of  five  on  their  pig  farm.  Before  leaving  home  I  was 
nervous  because  I  did  not  speak  the  language  and  because  ten 
weeks  was  the  longest  I  have  ever  been  away  from  home.  Howev- 
er, as  soon  as  I  left.  I  realized  that  everything  was  going  to  be 
great.  I  left  with  a  group  of  43  Americans  for  six  days  of  "Danish 
Orientation"  where  I  learned  basic  phrases,  some  culture,  and 
history.  We  were  also  taught  how  to  eat  European  style.  These  six 
days  were  very  rewarding.  At  the  end  of  the  orientation  each 
member  of  the  group  was  sent  to  his  family.  My  family  lived  in 
Southern  Denmark,  on  an  island  named  Langeland.  I  had  an  older 
sister  who  lived  with  her  boyfriend,  a  younger  brother,  and  a 
"host"  sister  my  age.  My  father  was  a  pig  farmer  while  my 
mother  was  a  housewife.  I  spent  eight  weeks  with  my  family, 
living  their  everyday  life  and  adjusting  to  the  Danish  lifestyle. 
Some  of  the  highlights  of  my  family  stay  were  a  visit  to  Kiel, 
Germany,  to  Legoland,  and  to  Odense,  the  home  of  Hans  Chris- 
tian Anderson.  The  most  rewarding,  however,  were  the  everyday 
learning  experiences.  Coming  from  Clayton,  I  was  not  used  to  life 
in  the  country.  At  first,  the  adjustments  were  difficult,  but  I  even- 
tually made  them  and  had  the  time  of  my  life.  I  became  very  close 
to  my  family.  I  will  never  forget  my  summer  in  Denmark.  It  was 
both  an  educational  and  personally  rewarding  experience.  It  in- 
terested me  in  foreign  cultures  and  people  in  general.  Most  im- 
portantly my  AFS  experience  has  brought  me  closer  to  people 
whom  otherwise  I  would  never  have  met,  and  the  program  helped 
me  to  understand  myself  and  my  opinions  of  others.
